Water  Supply . 

Burton  Leonard  "bore  holes  have  an  abundant  supply  of  water* 

A  new  1.211  bore  has  been  sunk  to  accommodate  a  submersible  punning  unit 
and  to  supplement  the  old  bore  hole  type  of  pumps  which  are  very 
primative  and  costly  to  upkeep.  The  supply  and  plant  to  Burton  Leonard 
is  in  very  favourable  circumstances  but.  hpwever  the  Water  contains 
exc  e  s  s  i v  e  har dr o  s  s , 

In  Hemps thwaite  Parish  several  farms  and  one  or  two  house  properties 
are  still  using  doubtful  and  unsatisfactory  well  supplies* 

Routine  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  water  from 
public  and  private  wells  has  been  carried  out  * 

Hr  a inage  and  Sewerage* 

Ferrensby  is  now  sewered  to  a  compressor  Ejector  plant,  and  from 
this  the  Sewage  is  lifted  up  into  settling  tanks  and  passed  through  an 
automatic  Sprinkler  Filter,  then  discharged  onto  two  acres  of  land,  the 
effluent  therefrom  delivering  into  the  ditches . 

Rivers  and  Streams* 


.No  written  complaint  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  has  been 
received  during  the  year,  but  verbal  intimation  has.  been  received  by  the 
Rivers  Board  than  sewage  from  Parishes  reaching  the  streams  and  the*M&.  will 

have  to  be  consno_ered  and  dealt  with  v  when  circumstances  permit.

Publia  Cleansing* 


The  following  six  Parishes  are  scavenged  by  the  Council  by  direct 
labour:-  Follifoot,  Flaxby,  Hampsthwaite,  Killinghall,  Parrnal  and  Scriven* 
The  smaller  properties  in  the  remaining  Parishes  which  are  not  scavenged 
experience  considerable  difficulty  in  disposing  of  domestic  refuse, 
especially  in  the  way  of  tins,  bottles,  etc*,  and  the  Council  should 
consider  scavenging  the  whole  of  tkcl^ District*  Since  the  outbreak  of 
$ar,  salvaging  v-,3  been  or  gam  red  of  every  Parish,  and  very  satisfactory 
results  have  been  produced,  and  by  this  organisation,  tins,  etc.,  and  scrap 
which  has  been  lying  about  the  area  is  satisfactorily  being  cleared  up*
